Apparently a dead Usue since Ita 
demtte lut Mar 1, the subject of 
rent control In this area was revived 
by appearance -of H. C. Brandley, 
regional field representative of the 
^ rent control office at Denver, Colo., 
before the city council last night to 
reek an'expr^on of sentiment on 
the matter. 

Representative Brandley explained 
that shortly before rent control «as 
removed for the Twin Palls area 
May 1, the local representative and 
he had conducted a survey to deter- 
mine wishes of residents here. Even 
though this survey showed cltliens 
almost unanimously favored con- 
tinuance -of rent control, officials 
at Washington, D. O., apparently 
had decided already to lift the 



controls. This was done on the a»- 
Bumptlon that this Is an agricultural 
area and theoretically not as hard- 
pressed for housing as certain other 
Industrial areas. 

Removal of rent controls arbi- 
trarily to facilitate a budget reduc- 
tion resulted In loud repercussions 
which reached Washington, result- 
ing in insUgatlon of the second sur- 
vey now In progress. 

Mayor Lauterboch expressed the 
opinion that It was not up to the 
city council to take a stand one way 
or the other on the question, but 
he declared that "the housing situ- 
ation \e as acute as ever and It 
seemed to be a mfBtai:e to have taken 
off rent control." He added, "I 
.wouldn't necessarily advocate Its re- 



instatement at this time, However, 
as that would leave a bad taste too," 

While conducting the second sur- 
vey to determine sentlmeat regard- 
ing return of rent control to the 
Twin Falls area, Brandley has been 
contacting officials of civic organ- 
Ixatlons, representatives of veterans' 
organizations and persons in posi- 
tions to give opinions on the result 
of decontrol. 

Since rent control was revoked in 
Twin Palts on May 1, several eases 
of prohibitive Increase In rents have 
been reported. Brandley has indi- 
cated that these cases will figure in 
his report along with the general 
housing picture In Twin Palls. 

The office of the area rent rep- 
reacnUUve here was closed May 30.

Yugoslavia disclosed today that a Bulgarian military mis- 
sion was in Belgrade, broadening the scope of Balkan con- 
ferences which have developed since the communists seized 
power in Hungary. 

A Czechoslovak military mission also was to arrive to- 
morrow in Premier Marshal Tito's capital, already host to a 
Romanian delegation headed by communist Premier Pctru 
Groza. 

Groza waved aside suggestions in a news conference last 
night that a Balkan federation, such as has been suggested 
by Tito, was in the making. 
But he said that the cultural and economic cooperation 
between h i a country and 
Yugoslavia eventually would 
lead to complete political co- 
operation.

Hungary Parliament Convenes 
Hungary's parliament was sum- 
moned Into session as rumors per- 
sisted that anti -communist members 
would denounce communist pressure 
which brought about the coup d'etat 
unseating Premier Pereno Nagy.

The ceftlficates indicate 
the holders opposed the Jermans 
during the war, 

U, S. Benalon Attacked

ganlutlon." Senators Van^enberg, 
R., Mich., and Eastland, D., Miss., 
were attacked.

20,000 Homeless in 
Middle-West Floods

Floodwaters pouring into the Mississippi river, which 
already have made more than 20,000 homeless and have 
inundated nearly 50,000 acres of farm land, in eastern 
Missouri and west-central Illinois, appeared today to have 
reached a new point. 

Rivermen and U. S. engineers expressed belief that only 
further rains would aggravate the situation, but they also 
said that several river towns in Illinois and Missouri still 
faced serious flood conditions, despite the promise of reced- 
ing waters. 

■ 'U.,S. army engineers and the coast guard had .every .avail- 
able worker on the job In the 
flood area and the American 
Red Cross had 60 staff work- 
ers and about 600 volunteers 
aiding the homeless. 

Water was eight to ten feet deep 
In the village of Alexandria, Mo. 
near the Iowa line, the result of i 
levee break, nnd all residents have 
been evacuated,

CongrcM should not adjourn without act- 
ing favorably upon the universal military 
training bill. This Is, as War Secretary Pat- 
terson aays, an absolute essential to our mili- 
tary aecurlty. It Is even more an essential of 
Justice to the coming- generation of American 
' manhood. 

Congress' failure to give this bill proper 
priority may be due In part to the pressure of 
other things. It is due also, fn greater part, to 
timidity rlalng out of opposition voiced by 
aome mothera and educators. 

Such opposition Is misinformed. The facts 
have been befuddled by professional pacifists, 
by reds and pro-reds, by perfectionists. 

Educators fear such training will interfere 
with schooling. It won't. It is for any one 
year selected by the boy or his parents from 
his nth to his 20th birthday. At worst It 
would delay college graduation one year. And 
educational courses will continue In camp. 

Mothers say they didn't raise their boys to 
be soldiers. UMT won't make soldiers of their 
beys. It Is intended to help avert a war by 
making this nation strong. It is intended to 
teach young men, if there must be another 
war, how to keep out of the way of bullets 
tnd shells and bombs, and come home alive 
and sound. 

UMT does not put boys in the armed forces. 
It cannot send them abroad. It does not ren- 
der them liable to wartime service, it Just 
prepares them— for war, if one forces itself 
on us— for peace, if we succeed In avoiding 
another' war. 

Opposition to imlversal training would 
vanish— except among professional pacifists 
and communist*— If every mother could visit 
the UMT experimental unit at Fort Knox. 
This being impossible, the testimony of a 
19-y6ar-old who spent three days there Is 
persuasive. He has written his report for 
NBA Service. 

Next year, if UMT is adopted, he will be 
eligible for such a camp. After this visit, he 
Ifl enthusiastic about a prospect that had 
left him quite cold. It was not militarism,' 
parading, shooting that enthused him. Nor 
did he get any false Idea that such a course 
is eoft. 

This observer came away convinced that 
UMT offers "a swell chance to toughen up, 
learn new skills, and become better all- 
around citizens." 

Cursing, dirty language, being out after 
bed check, sloppy care of equipment and 
such misdemeanors are punished by the boys 
themselves, acting through their courts. 

UMT boys are taught how to look after 
themselves when away from camp. They are 
net required to attend church, but young- 
sters are doing so, voluntarily, who never 
did at home. 

This is not militarism. This Is good citizen- 
ship. No boy could bo injured by such train- 
ing. Pew could fall to be helped, strengthen- 
ed, matured by it. 

Congress will not only do a dlppervlce to 
natlonU security If It delays too long acting 
Oh the UMT bill. It will do a dlaaervlcc to 
the youth of this country, to their mother.t 
and fathers, to the national welfare a.t a 
whole.

The money may not be paid back tor years. It ever, 
but as happened le a consequence ot post World war I 
lending and foreign bond flotations, the financial 
assistance will be a temporary shot In the arm for 
American business and industry.

NEW YORK. June »— A« most of 
ua cltltens and our government sel- 
dom remember, the Upltcd Static 
was established for the selfish pur- 
pose of prom6tlng the general wel- 
fare of her people and securing the 
bleeslnga of liberty to them luid their 
posterity. 

To accomplish 
these purpoeea 
and to defend 
nation, congress 
was autliorixed to 
levy taxes.

waa then and It 
still la to pay the expenses ot the 
operation ot our government and of 
the defense of our country. 

We never hod any Intention to 
promote the general welfare ' ot 
Oreece. Turkey or Qreat Britain, or 
to defend them against communism 
or any other enemy. Our people have 
never authorized congress or any 
President from Washington down to 
Trumiin to spend our earned money 
for this purpose. 

No amendment to the constitution 
has been adopted which, by any 
atretfh of the Imagination or diator- 
Lion of trulh. could Justify the col- 
lection ot Income taxes frctn Amer- 
ican citizens tor Ihe Eovemmenls ot 
other nations. Such » proposal would 
fJout the very Intent stated in the 
preamble. 

Tlie Greek and Turkish govern- 
ments may be momentary, os Boon to 
be forgotten and their debts with 
them, as any of the thousands of 
June-bug lunchwagons and petty 
retail stores whose casual and un- 
jiotlced falhires account for en enori 
mom proportion ot our bankruptcy 
roll, year by year. 

Since the start ot this cenlury-we 
have t-ten eight monarchies fall 
throughout the Balkans, like the 
bosses ot our own underworld. Not 
half ot our owT) people can remem- 
ber when Bervla, later to be called 
Serbia, then to be absorbed In Yugo- 
slavia, was a Balkan kingdom, and 
Montenegro was another. 

Tht Balkan borders are elastic, 
ftretehing this-Wsy-and- that like 
battle-Unea, and the border peoples 
have no sense ot natlonahty or loy- 
alty. They have seen many occasions 
■when they were on one aide at the 
aUrt of a war and ahooUng at their 
own comrade^ at the finish, 

In the last one, th* Greeks hailed 
thi poor, luckless English Tomtnlu 
who were sent down to help delay 
the narls, but many of the aarne 
□reeka were shooting up other Tom- 
mies whan the aeimans had been 
driven out. 

The American people don't know 
anything about theh* mlnut« politics 
and the scurrying changes, so like 
the frantic rushing about of mic- 
robes on a slide, and we never will. 
These people themselves know very 
little moro than that they hate the 
dirty dogs In yonder valley because 
of something that happened some- 
time. 

The British nation has been per- 
manent as we reckon permanence 
among nations, but tliat mere tact 
gives Britain no more right lo Im- 
pose taxes on Qeorge Spelvln, Amer- 
ican, than Oreece has. 

If an Amcrtcin citlten defaults 
his Income tax today and llic treas- 
ury gets a Judgment and sella him 
out on the courthouse steps, after 
the manner ot a not-.to-oldcn day, 
we then have the spectaclp of Uncle 
Snm forcibly tiikiuR » citizen's prop- 
erty which he hu* corned by work 
and naved by denial and handing it 
over lo some unidentified English- 
man. 

Tlie Ensllshiuan may he uue of 
those iiullen nlherfl who decided 
they would rather urn tlirlr coimlry 
die than give an honest day's work 



to save her. Or ho may be • very fine 
fellow, a hero of the. ww, s worker 
and all of that. 

But, whatever hla ideoUty and 
character, the American cltlm haa 
no obligation under our constitution 
and our lawi to work to asm tuea 
to support him. 

Mo&t ot our people have slMelutely 
no recollection of the orlfUul de< 
bates on the income tax liw uid tlio 
Incgmc tax amendment. Some wera 
wonderfully prophetic, although tbo 
men who warned ua Uiw wwe 
scoffed at like those later stalwarts 
who stood rtd-tacod to warn us 
against the ccnimunlat treachai? 
and to commend the Dlea commit- 
tee for Its revelations. 

These men predicted that, given 
this great power to prmcUce extiava- 
gance and to make the people pay 
for It by Income taxes, future con- 
gresjes and T>resldent8 would throw 
our earnings to the breeze like Sat- 
urday night aporta In a ro^^ 
camp. 

Tliey warned ua that ten-thousand 
spies and catchpolls would be turned 
loose among ua to ask questions 
about our private affalra which, up 
to that time, no American cltUen 
had ever had to answer to anybody 
except when ho w;aa sent lo prison 
tor a felony. 

Tlicy predicted that we would be- 
come a card-Index people listed In 
data showing how much we gave to 
support our aged parents, how much 
to the church and how much. It any, 
to maintain r. mlslresa. and this has 
come (rue. 

And they told us. but we would not 
listen, that for every dollar of tax 
lhat we paid under this amendment, 
we would have U> work a length of 
time at our Jobs. 

Today a dollar's worth of work la 
about IS minutes for most ot us, so 
a man who pays 1300 * year In in- 
come ux works 1(0 houra t« pay his 
share. That is almost four fO-tiour 
weeks very year. Now, without any 
consullAtlon of his wishes, a certain 
proportion of it Is eanntrktd for 
foreign govemmenla.J- 

Let us assume that out of hU par- 
ticular Income tax our sovtnunent 
gives foreign govenunent* 113.50. 
That means almost ten hours, pr l^i 
days a year, which Is quite a large 
power to tree. Involuntary-' Ubor 
when you mulUply U'hy « wlHKln. 

In some ways the Amcrieans are 
very shrewd. Ih other ways other 
peoples are shrewder. TTobody ever 
heard of the people ot any other 
nation being put to Involuntary la- 
bor tor an average ef 10 hour* a year, 
unpaid, for the benefit ot the ptepit 
ot the United 6Ute«.

planted because of rain cither coua- 
ing the seeds to rot, washing the 
seeds out of the earth or formhig a 
hard crust of ground through which 
the seeds cannot grow. 

Tt\e rains have . delayed haying 
and have held back planting of other 
crops. Dusting of alfalfa against 
weevil damage has been mnde Inef- 
fective in many cases by rain wash- 
ing away the Insecticide.
